TOMS RIVER, N.J. (AP) — A| 


prison trusty’s cigaret, passed 
to a man in a padded cell, was 
cited Monday as the cause of an 
explosive fire that snuffed out 
eight lives in an overcrowded 
rural jail. 


Ocean County Prosecutor How- 
ard Ewart said one of two trusty 
inmates slipped a prohibited light- 
ed cigaret or matches to a men- 
tally ill prisoner, apparently as 
an act of kindness. 

The resulting blast and fire 
flashed through the inside of the 
jail and trapped 65 screaming 
prisoners. The jail was built to 
hold 28. 


Twelve persons—five of them 
rescuers—were injured. 

The man in the padded cell was 
a 35-year-old Negro known only 
as ‘“‘General Petersen.’’ He was 
being held on aé_ drunkenness 
charge. He was burned to death 
in his cell. 

The other seven prisoners died 
of smoke poisoning and asphyxia- 
tion.

pean capitals, especially in Paris and 
Bonn. They view the Khrushchev trip to 
this country as a major victory for Ahru- 
shchev himself and look askance at possi- 
ble “deals” coming from any Big Two 
mee tings. 

Reportedly most West European lead- 
ers are jittery, especially Gen. de Gaulle 
in France. The latter has developed close 
ties with Adenauer in West Germany 
and is pushing for strengthening NATO. 
He feels he is being slighted just as he 
begins to make progress in rebuilding 
French prestige and power. 

Chancellor Adenauer is reported to be 
strongly opposed to any move to hand 


Allied control of West Berlin to West 
Germany, a proposal now being talked 
about. That would force West Germany 


to recognize the East German Commu- 
nists, in his view, and would be an- 
other way in which to undermine the 
whole West’s position in Berlin. 

The official London attitude is one of 
approval. Prime Minister Macmillan long 
has favored a more flexible approach to 
reducing East-West tensions. The Brit- 
ish attitude is far apart from that of 
Paris and Bonn. 

So the President’s 10-day trip to 
Western Europe will. be a personal at- 
tempt to bring some unity to the Allied 
camp and to reassure Western leaders 
about just what he is trying to do. He 
must convince them we have no inten- 
tion of abandoning NATO nor of weak- 
ening the West’s defenses. 

The President, who has assumed 

reater personal command of his admin- 
istration than at any time in the past, 
has some rough weeks ahead. It is im- 
portant that he know firsthand the at- 
titude of our other partners in the West- 
ern alliance. Otherwise, his meetings with 
Khrushchev could be disastrous to West- 
ern unity. 

At any rate, let us hope for the best. 
While there seems little hope of any real 
break in the deadlock between East and 
West, least we are still trying.

I am reminded that back in 
1844 when Robert Morse _per- 
fected his telegraph the first 
words communicated were ‘‘What 
hath God wrought!"’ Did any of 
those who worked in the creation 
of the paddlewheel satellite or 
any of those who read about it 
say, ‘What hath God wrought!” 

Arthur Clark, a scientist who 
wrote an article in the Saturday 
Review recently, speculates on 
the possibility of landings on the 
moon within 30 years and of in- 
terplanetary travel within the rea- 
sonable future. Then he adds this 
comment: ‘“‘Perhaps the great- 
est contribution of space travel 
in the future is that it will re- 
store a sense of wonder of the 
world.”

His religion affirms 
that man is made in the image 
of God. God has breathed His 
breath into the lives of men. The 
Psalmist declared that man is a

The gentieman on the phone told me I could be elected governor 
if I ran on a platform to fix it up so “them that loves illegitimate 
children can help support ‘em and them that don’t love ’em don’t 
have to pay anything.” It’s a sure-fire, please-all-of-the-people-all- 
of-the-time program, he assured me, and although the heady notion 
Of being Georgia’s first female governor beguiled me for a few 
minutes I reluctantly gave it up. 


The young Ernest Vandivers don’t have to worry about moving 
out of the governor’s mansion on my account. Anybody who can 
solve our problems to the satisfaction of the hearts and pocketbooks 
of every single voter won't have to settle for governor. The White 
House awaits him—or her. 


But the solution, unfortunately, isn’t ever easy. Even in 
churches where we are all presumably bound together in Christian 
love, you can get a whingding of an argument over how to spend 
the freewill offerings. Some think foreign missions are an abomi- 
nation and some think spending money on a fine church building 
is playing straight into Satan’s hands. 


So a little problem like the increase of illegitimacy in our land 
is sure to founder on the shoals of conflict and confusion. 


Fortunately, before some of us were aware it was a problem, 
sociologists were already at work on it. Numbers of studies have 
been made and a rather impressive collection of reports and books 
has been written 


Yesterday I mentioned the report of Raleigh C. Hobson, who 
did a study in Virginia on the problems relating to children born 
out of wedlock. He went into the cultural and economic causes, 
pointing out that the high rate of illegitimacy among Negroes is 
due in part to a tolerant attitude long prevalent among both whites 
and Negroes. In fact, he says, less than 100 years ago the American 
Negro as a slave frequently wasn’t allowed to marry but the pro- 
duction of children was nonetheless encouraged. Nowadays life in 
overcrowded slum dwellings, the lack of opportunity for advance- 
ment and low incomes have contributed to low moral standards. 


Further, the increase in family breakdown 
desertion and separation has been a factor. 


through divorce, 
The answers Mr. Hobson suggests may not be the best ones 
but they will bear examination. He recommends: 


1. A stronger paternity law to require the putative father to 
support his child. 2. A law to allow voluntary sterilization. 3. A 
“concerted effort to raise the moral standards of the lower social 
classes” through church, school, civic organizations and the home 
4. Wider dissemination of birth control information. 5. Establish- 
ment of a system of counselors, as Fulton County has recently 
done, to help: young unwed mothers ‘‘change their pattern of be- 
havior before it is firmly established.”’ 6. Provide funds for addi- 
tional caseworkers to allow reduced caseloads for those working 
with Aid to Dependent Children families. 7. More study of the 
problem through institute research projects. 8. Continue efforts to 
increase economic opportunities for the lower class of both races 


so as to reduce the problems of slums, inadequate income, and > 


overcrowded living conditions. 9. More public education ‘‘so that 
the complex nature of the origins of the problem of illegitimacy 
may be better understood and ill-advised and useless punitive leg 
islation can thereby be avoided.” 


And while we're considering Mr. Hobson's recommendations | 
hope we will also look into that myth about how profitable it is to 
have children on the ADC. In Fulton County the average ADC 
family is 3.75 children and the average ADC grant is $86. As a 
mother of three, 'd admire to know how you can keep a roof over 
their heads and food for their bodies on that sum of money.
